Whether to select smooth or rou gh 
corn lor seed is a su bject of gerwn 
interest. 
Many farmers believe tiu u 
smooth, flinty kernels indicate deteri­ 
oration in qu ality and lower yields, 
while others maintain that they secu re 
their highest yields from su ch seed. 
General observation and exp eriments 
condu cted in many states for a nu m­ 
ber of years show rather conclu sively 
that smoothness of the kernels is not 
a sign of deterioration in qu ality, hu t 
u su ally indicates that conditions u n 
dor which it is grown do not favor a 
rou gh deep -kerneled variety. 
It is now known that rou gh kernels 
are u su ally deep kernels which requ ire 
a rich soil and long-growing season to 
"matu re. 
Smooth kernels, on the other hand, 
tend to be shallow. They matu re early,

Co n cern in g Lith o g ra p h y 
Printing from p r e p a id stones has 
been known since 179 6, when the art 
was invented by Senefelder. The stone 
employ ed is called a lithog raph stone, 
and Is a fine-g rained stone of a very 
porous nature. 
Before the war practically all lith­ 
og raphic stone came from Bavaria, as 
the variety q uarried there is of the 
best q uality and of the most practical 
color—a lig ht g ray . 
These limestones absorb g rease and 
water rapidly ; therefore, if a line is 
drawn on a prepared stone with an ink 
containing g rease, this line can be 
taken away only by removing the sur­ 
face to the depth to which the g rease 
has penetrated. 
If w ater is now placed 
on the stone, it will remain only on 
those parts not covered by the g rease. 
When a roller carry ing a g reasy ink Is 
passed over the stone the ink will 
cover only the g reased portions, and 
the parts that are wet will not take up 
the Ink. 
Therefore, a piece of paper 
pressed upon the stone will receive an 
impression in ink from the lines drawn 
only .
